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SELLOUT TO:-MONOPOLISTS? 

When Congress passed the 
Reclamation Law in 1902, during 
the administration of President 
Teddy Roosevelt, it established 
the 160-acre. limit. 

The aim was to keep huge 
landowners from reaping the 
benefits of publicly-financed ir- 
rigation projects. 

Any owner of more than 160 
acres (320 for a married couple) 
who wants to receive such water 
under the law must sign an 
agreement with the Department 
of the Interior that he will sell 
his excess land within a specified 
period of time, or let the depart- 
ment sell it. 
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FATE IN DOUBT 


Recent hearings before a Sen- 
ate committee, and debates on 
the floor, reveal that this key 
part of our Reclamation Law has 
been violated, with the knowl- 
edge and consent of the Interior 
Department, for many years, 

And it may go completely down 
the drain if President Johnson 
does not move to stop a con- 
struction contract for the first 
phase of the controversial West- 
land Water District in the San 
Joaquin Valley from going into 
effect. 
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HOW THEY VOTED 


The AFLCIO — state and na- 
tional — is fighting efforts of 
the big land owners in the West- 
lands District. (Southern Pacific 
owns 65,000 acres, or 20 per cent 
of the district, which extends 
along the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley, roughly from 
Mendota to Kettleman City.) 

Despite this, both of Califor- 
nia’s senators (Republican 
Kuchel and Democrat Salinger) 
voted Aug. 7 to accept the con- 
tract — even though it violates 
Reclamation Law. 

Twenty-three senators voted 
against the contract: Bartlett, 
Burdick, Dodd, Douglas, Gore, 
Gruening, Hart, McCarthy, Mc- 
Govern, McNamara, Metcalf, 
Monroney, Morse, Moss, Muskie, 
Nelson, Neuberger, Proxmire, 
Ribicoff, Robertson, Thurmond, 
Williams of Delaware and Wil- 
liams of New Jersey. 

They should be praised for 
their courage in standing up 
against an outright attempt to 
circumvent the Reclamation Law 
by pouring San Luis Project wa- 
ter into the underground water 
table and letting big landowners 
pump it out. 

It is interesting to note that 
the United States promotes land 
reform when it gives aid to other 
countries. But its federal agen- 
cies violate a 62-year-old land 
reform law at home, encourag- 
ing monopolies and helping them 
crowd out the small family farm- 
ers the law is supposed to protect.

| Millmen 550 


By CLYDE JOHNSON 


A sharp dispute developed last 
week at Milleraft (Emeryville) 
over the purchase of imported 
mahogany frame stock. 


The opposition of Local 550 to 
the spreading cancer of imports 
is very well-known to mill-cab- 
inet employers in the Bay Coun- 
ties. 

Last Friday the 24 members of 
Local 550 at Millcraft, after lis- 
tening to a. plea by the employer 
that it was delivered by mistake, 
declined to work with the im- 
ported frame stock. 


The day before, Local 550 had 


|placed consumer pickets at Miil- 


craft to protest the purchase of 
imported. millwork. All 24 mem- 
bers of Local 550 declined to work 
that day. The employer agreed to 
negotiate for the return of the 
imported .millwork to MacBeth 
Hardwood, the supplier. 

At this writing, the issue is not 
settled because the import stuff 
is still in the shop. We hope to 
facilitate the removal of it within 
a few days. 

Local 550 can be very proud of 
the stand taken by the members 
at Millcraft. This is a shining 
example of the kind of action 
that will save our jobs from the 
import :threat, 

Last January, the storm sig- 
nals flared up when imported 
mahogany door jambs were pur- 
chased by some pre-fit shops. We 
picketed the Japanese and Phil- 
ippine consulates to demonstrate 
our opposition. 

We warned then that the im- 
port of door jambs must be 
stopped because they would be 
followed by other millwork im- 
ports. Sure enough, imported 
drawer sides arrived at Builders 
Cabinets and Paramount in July. 
We got written agreements from 
these companies to stop further 
purchases of imported millwork. 


Two things will happen quickly 
if we don’t win this battle. First, 
if the imported millwork isn’t 
stopped, our mills will be badly 
hurt. Second, the import of all 
cabinet parts (pre-cut and pre- 
milled) would follow quickly. 
Then imported cabinets from 
Japan would flood the market. 

To lose means we lose about 
800 jobs in the East Bay alone. 
This represents the number of 
our members engaged in manu- 
facturing cabinets, millwork, 
pre-fit doors and plastic tops for 
residential building. 

We have to plug all leaks in 
the dike. Otherwise the import 
users hurt the other mills and 
shops competitively. Small shops 
| would suffer most of all, 

The firm stand taken by our 
members at Millcraft, Builders 
Cabinets and Marcus Hardware 
points the way to a victory over 
the imports. 


In San Jose and San Francisco 
the Mill locals are in full support 
of us and carry on the same bat- 

j tle. Mill locals in the Bay Coun- 
ties are determined to stop im- 
ports that threaten our jobs and | 
to fight for strict school cabinet | 
and fixture laws in the next ses- | 
Sion of the Legislature. |

Why next Thursday is 
such an important day 


Out of tragedy, the nation and the world have seen a 
great statesman emerge during the last nine months. 

Lyndon B. Johnson has a broad view of the nation’s needs. 
And he knows how to use the power of the presidency to get 
needed things done. 


The responsible Jabor movement — whose first concern 
has traditionally been with a better America for all — is en- 
thusiastically behind President Johnson. 


But we are up against a hard core of dedicated conser- 
vatives. They think they are engaged in some kind of holy 
crusade. Their evangelistic fervor has infected the frustrated 
party regulars, who are willing to compromise with the right- 
wing reactionaries to win back political jobs and influence. 

Our greatest enemy is apathy. As we've said before, LBJ 
leads today. But this doesn’t mean Goldwater and the ‘‘kooks’”’ 
can't sneak in. 

We are certainly not alone in considering this to be one 
of the greatest tragedies that could befall the nation we love. 

Every American has a duty to vote Nov. 3. 

But you can’t cast your ballot Nov. 3 unles you're regis- 
tered to vote. The deadline for voter registration in California 
is next Thursday, Sept. 10.

There'll be games, dance contests, valuable awards, a free 
two-hour show with acts from Reno and Las Vegas, brief talks 
by Governor Brown, Senator Salinger and others, and free 
pop for the kids — to name just a few of the attractions at this 
big annual event. 

As everyone knows, the picnic has a double-barreled 
purpose. 

You can’t hardly beat a holiday of fun for a dollar. 

But, on top of that, you'll be helping to beat Goldwater 
and the other anti-labor candidates who've latched onto his 
coattails. 

Funds raised at the picnic will be used right here in Ala- 
meda County. 

Reams have been written about how single votes have 
decided elections. And reams have also been written about 
Johnson, Goldwater and their strategies for capturing certain 
states. 

But the fact remains both sides consider California of 
crucial importance Nov. 3. And Richard M. Nixon carried 
California in 1960, but by less than one vote per precinct. 

Alameda County, the biggest county in Northern Cali- 
fornia, must roll out a big Democratic vote.

The other convention 


We believe in as much democracy as possible in the labor 
movement. We believe that, when this is the case, the best 
man usually wins. 

This, we think, is what happened at the recent California 
Labor Federation convention. 

The democratic process had another good effect. 

The resounding majority piled up by incumbent Secretary- 
Treasurer Tommy Pitts proved that the vast number of the 
state’s unions are behind his policies. 

This should give those politicians in Sacramento who have 
shunned the interests of union men and women something to 
think about. 
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- Bill and Barry, the “right-to- 
work” twins, make quite a team. 

Although ex - Senator Bill 
Knowland got knocked on his 
keester in the ’58 “right-to-work” 
fight in California, he bounced 
right back and is now bucking 
for Secretary of State if buddy 
Goldwater makes it in November. 

When it comes to “right-to- 
| work,” though, Barry makes Bill 
look like a country cousin. Know- 
land was for “right-to-work” in 
one state, California. But Gold- 
water’s Senate Bill 87 would out- 
law the union shop in all 50 
states. 


HOW EXTREME HE REALLY IS 

He told the convention, “Ex- 
tremism in defense of liberty is 
no vice.” Apply that statement 
to his position on union secur- 
ity provisions in contracts cov- 
ering millions of American work- 
ers, and you'll get a faint idea 
of how “extreme” he really is 
in defense of what he calls 
“liberty.” 

Even if corporations with mil- 
lions of employees are willing to 
sign union shop agreements with 
the unions representing their 
employees, Goldwater would say, 
“You're not at liberty to do it 
under my bill.” 

“Liberty” to him means the 
“liberty” of employers to work 
their employees without overtime 
for less than the federal mini- 
mum. wage, as is done in the 
Goldwater department store in 
Phoenix. 


If you don’t agree with that, 
then yow’e not for “liberty.” 


Not the man! 


Senator Goldwater, with his 
simplistic answers . .. is not 
the man for the modern, pro- 
gressive Republicanism that un- 
til last week had controlled the 
party for a generation and had 
represented its broad rank-and- 
file. He is not the man to guide 
the destinies of the United States 
for the next four years. 

He is on the contrary a man 
whose foreign policy is unthink- 
able and whose domestic policy 
is unbelievable. And so, by and 
large, are the views expounded 
in the platform on which he 
stands.—N. Y. Times.
